TOKYO, Sept 15 (AP)— American marines and infantry stormed 
ashore at the big Korean port of Inchon Friday, 165 miles behind the 
lines of the North Korean communists, in a bold nutcracker opera- 
tion intended to crush the red invaders. The Americans knifed 
quickly eastward towards Seoul, the red-held South Korean capitia 
22 miles inland. Gen, Douglas MacArthur, -United Nations com- 
mander who personally supervised the as- 
sault, called Seoul the key to the whole enemy ' 

machine. "We arc going to try to aciie that distribution " 
area." he told comapondentB aboard ohip. "When the enemy 
is caught between two wings of our forces , . . his forces will 
sooner or later disintegrate and ccttsa to be a coordinated 
fighting army."
